Today we are taking your statement to
pro;ide a record of what you recall, what you
remember, about various customers of HIMCO
WASTE-AWAY SERVICES and otherwise the County
Road 10 Landfill.

I will be asking you a series of
gquestions and will be regquesting you to answver
those gquestions. If at any time you do not
understand a question that I ask you, then I
certainly would appreciate it if you would ask
me to rephrase the question. If you don't ask
me to rephrase a gquestion, then we will all
assume that you understood the gquestion.

I believe they were the operators of the
landfill.

In October of 1968 what position did you take
with Charles Himes and Sons at the County Road
10 Landfill?

Well, I would drive truck on wveekends. And if
they needed a truckdriver during the week and I
had time, I would pick up a few loads of trash
nyself,

In addition to your duties as a bulldozer
operator, you also -- strike that.

In addition to your duties as a
bulldozer operator, you also went to customers
of the landfill and picked up their waste; is
that correct?

That's correct.

When was it that you stopped working for Charles

Nineteen seventy ~-- I believe around October
1976.

Now, from October of 1968 to October of 1976,
vere you working for Charles Himes and Sons both

as a bulldoszer operator and from time to time as

‘a driver that would pick up waste from

customers?

Yes, sir.

During the eight years that you worked at County
Road 10, 4id you become familiar with the
Charles Himes and Sons customers that wvere
utilizing the County Road 10 Landfill?

Yes, sir. |

And did you become familiar with the various
types of businesses that Charles Himes and Sons
would service?

Yes, sir.

Both through picking up the waste and disposing
of it at the County Road 10 Landfill?

Yes, sir.

Also during the eight-year period that you
wvorked at County Road 10, did you become

familiar with the types of waste that particular

customers would dispose of at the County Road 10

And 4id you become familiar to the extent that
you could distinguish between certain loads of
vaste 80 that you could tell whether they came

from a particular customer as opposed to another

I want to back up a little bit. 1In 1968 when
you first started working at County Road 10,

roughly how many employees did Charles Himes and
Sons have at that time?

1 believe three.

.And what were these three employees doing in

terms of job responsibilities?

Two were pretty much truckdrivers and then
myself as an operator at the landfill site.

Bow many trucks did Charles Himes and Sons -- is
it also accurate to call that HIMCO, or is that
a different company?

It's accurate, yes.

So how many --

That's correct.

-- trucks did BIMCO have in October of 19682

1 believe two -- two load luggers and one packer
truck and probably four small little side
loaders. I think two of them were dump-bed
pickup trucks and two of them vere those side
loaders for house-to-house pickup.

Would you describe what a load lugger is.

Well, in my explanation it would be a medium-
size truck that would have arms on it that raise
and lower with chaipl hanging on them and they
would pick up a 8-yard container, a l6-yard
container, and a 22-yard container.

What is a packer truck?

A packer truck is a -- well, they're a large
truck, and the arms hang over the front of the
cab and they would pick up like a 2-yard, a
4-yard, a 6~-yard. And I believe at that time
the hospital had what we called an 8-yard
container. It was a gpecial built one. And you
pick it up and dump it over the top, and it has
a ram on the inside and it compresses the trash
into the truck 80 that you can get more on it.
What is a side loader?

Well, a side loader was just a smaller truck
that if you went to a house-to-house stop you

could pick up their barrel or their trash can

and dump it in the side. And it also had a
little ram inside that would push the trash back
so you could do it by hand.

rbo:; vere tvo small dump trucks?

Yes.

Would you just generally describe those.

Well, they wvere just a small type pickup truck

‘but the bed had a hydraulic ram on it that would

raise and you could dump the trash on.

During the eight-year period that you were
employed by HIMCO at County Road 10, did they
acquire additional trucks --

Yes, sir.

-=- over the years?

And could you describe the types of
additional trucks that they acquired and the
relative time period when they were acquired.
Well, they acquired, I think, two new lugger
trucks, and they also acquired a new roll-off,
and then ve bought a used roll-off for a backup.
Okay. Did they purchase any additional trucks
during that eight-year period that you can
recallz?

Yes, I think we probably put on another packer

truck also in that time frame.

You first mentioned tvo additional trucks were
luggers. Do you ﬁappen to recall when those
vere acquired?

I would say in the early seventies.

Okay. You stated that HINCO acquired a nev
roll-off. Pirst of all, what's a roll-off?

A roll-off is rather a large truck that has a

'cable on it and rails that rtun down the truck,

and you would hydraulically release this cable,
pull it on, hook it onto a hook on the front of
the roll-off container, and then you could
literally pull it up onto the truck.
How large typically was the roll-off container?
I would say -- they were tandem axles, and you
could probably haul 40 to 50 thousand pounds on
them or better.
In terms of cubic yards, how large were the
containers for the roll-offs?
There were 30 yards and 42 yards. Then
eventually we went to 48 yards. And I think in
today's standard you can get them to 50 yards.
But prior to 1968 -- I'm sorry.

Prior to 1976 the largest lugger
container that HIMCO worked with was a 48; is

that correct?

No, sir. You got trucks mizxed up. A roll-off
would be ~-- probably 48 yards was the biggest we
had in that time period.

You said lugger.

Okay. 80 the largest roll-off you had prior to

October '76 was 48 yards?

When did HIMCO purchase the new roll-off that
you referred to?
There again I believe it would be in the early
seventies.
You also mentioned that HIMCO purchased a used
roll-off truck as backup primarily. Do you
recall wvhen that truck was purchased?
It was shortly after the new truck was
purchased, and there again I would say the early
seventies.
And the final additional ttuék that you
mentioned was a packer truck. Do you happen to
know when that truck was purchased?
1'd say the early seventies also.

MR. OSLAN: Why don't we take a minute
or two break.

(Whereupon a short recess was

NR. OSLAN: Back on the record.
BY MR. OSLAN:
Nr. Perrin, I was just looking at my notes.
Could you describe the distinction betwveen the
business called Charles Himes and Bons and the

business called HINCO WASTE-AWAY SBRVICES.

"Yes, sir. To the best of my belief, Charles

Himes and Sons was actually a kind of a cartage
business. MNr. Himes had some trucks that he
delivered freight around town. And he also at
that time owned the property or run the landfill
for HIMCO WASTE-AWAY.

Okay. And wvhen you say "at that time," what
year did Charles Himes and Sons own or operate
the County Road 10 Landfill?

Well, it would have been in 1968 when I started
there 80 --

Okay. 8o at least as of 1968, Charles Himes and
Sons owned or operated the County Road 10
Landfill and also operated a cartage business?
Yes, sir.

And wvas the cartage business also a business
that picked up waste and brought it to the

landfill?

employee all the wvay from roughly November or
late October of 1968 to October of 1976; is that
correct?

Yes, sir.

During that period of time as a full-time
employee, howv many hours on average would you

work per week either at the landfill or serving

'll a driver of trucks picking up waste and

taking it to the site?

I believe it would average about 50 to S5

hours.

When you were working as a bulldozer operator at
the property, at the County Road 10 Landfill
itself, what d4id that involve? What were you
doing?

Well, as the trucks would back in and dump their
loads, then I would take the bulldozer and break
the loads apart and spread them out and make
them level and put some dirt on top of it so as
the next load of trash that came in, he could
back up a little farther. And it was kind of
marshland, and wve wvere filling in kind of a
lowland area.

When the truckdrivers came in with loads of

vaste, did you understand or did you know where
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A.

the trucks wvere coaming from?

Nany of them, yes, sir.

Okay. And 4id you have discussions with the
truckdrivers, for example, that would allow you
to knov vhere the wvaste came from?

containers that would allow you to know where
the container came from?

Yes, sir.

And did you also become familiar with types of
vaste_that you would find in a container so that
you would know where the waste came from?

Yes, sir.

Now, when you were serving as a truckdriver and
picking up waste from customers and taking that
wvaste to the landfill, would you describe the
process that you went through in terms of
contacting the customer or them contacting you
and describe generally how the waste got to the
landfill.

Well, I would just go in to the main office and
pick up a lugger truck or a roll-off truck or

packer truck, whatever the case may be that the
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A,

load wvas, and I would just do like l.thullt
driver, drive out and pick up. And in some
cases ve would have to sign & ticket or have the
ticket signed that we picked a load up, and
usually there was someone around that probably

vas filling the trash container with trash and

he would just sign the ticket. On a lot of them

ve wouldn't even have to do that. When we
picked up the load, we might leave a ticket but
it wouldn't have to be signed. And some of them
we didn't do anything, picked up the load of
trash and took it back and it was recorded on
the logbook.

Did HIMCO have customers that would be sgerviced
on a regular basis?

Yes, sir.

S0 that for certain customers at least, a truck
would go to their facility in a defined
interval, once a week or once every day?

Yes, sir.

And d4id you become familiar with which companies
those were? 1In other words, did you know which
companies were on a regular pickup basis?

Quite a few, sir.

And of course HIMCO also had customers that were
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A.

not on a regular schedule, I assume?

That's correct.

How would those customers let HINCO know that
they had wvaste that needed to be picked up?
It's what we call a call-in basis.

Okay. 850 they simply would call BINCO and say,
*Our container is full, please pick it up®?
Yes.

And then you would send out a truckdriver or
yourself would go and you'd pick up that waste
and take it to the site?

Yes, sir.

Was this the general nature of the business
during the entire period of time that you worked
there from October of '76 to October of '68?
Yes, sir.

I got those dates wrong. Let me ask that
question again.

Was the general nature of the business
at HIMCO essentially the same betveen October of
'68 and October of 19767
Yes, sir.

MR. OSLAN: Why don't we go off for

just a second.

(Discussion held off the record.)
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BY MR. OSLAN:

Mr. Perrin, you mentioned earlier a dispatch
book or a ledger book. Would you describe the
types of records that were generated or vere
created at the County Road 10 Landfill that
describe wvhere vastes wvere coming from or who

customers wvere of the landfill.

.Well, it's a pretty large ledger book with

probably 150 lines on it. And we would take a
corner of the ledger book and, say, at the top
right~-hand corner would be load lugger stops, in
the center might be the roll-off stops, and the
right-hand side of the book might be for
front-end loaders or house-to-house pickups.

And if a customer -- at the end of the
day you knew that you had certain customers that
you had to pick up each day. You would write
that down. And then when the driver come in in
the morning, you knew you had those stops, you
would start him out there. And then if a
call-in came in for a load lugger at 8:15, you
would say whatever the customer's name was and
write down that he called in at 8:15 a.m. Once
the driver picked up that container and dumped

it and returned it, then he would call dispatch
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A,

Q.

and say I'a done with such and such customer,
and we would log that time down that at 8:45 the
job was completed, the container was returned,

and dispatch him to his next stop, vhatever it

might be.

And on the front-end loaders, if they

vere on a regular basis, say Nonday, Wednesday,

and Priday, but the container was full on
Tuesday, they could call_in, and we knew which
driver was close to that area, and we could run
him by there and they would pick that container
up, dump it, and at that time they'd probably
leave them an extra ticket so we would get paid
for the extra.

And basically that's how it was run.
The times were logged that they called and the
times were logged that they were completed.
Was this ledger book the primary document that
BIMCO recorded its customer transactions in?
Yes, sir.
And is it your understanding that the ledger
book included all transactions of a given day?
Yes, sir.
Were there any other documents that were Ccreated

by HIMCO that you can recall related to County
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A.

Road 10 Landfill other than this ledger book?
The driver had a little note pad or a little
ledger of his own that if the customer so
desired, ve would leave them a copy that on such
and such a date wve vere there and picked up your
container sc there's a record of it. And that

wvould be matched against the ledger.

'Can you think of any other documents that were

created back at County Road 10 that might
reflect customer transactions?

No, sir.

You mentioned that when you became employed at
County Road 10 there were three employees. Did
BIMCO hire additional employees to work at
County Road 10 prior to your leaving there 1in
October of 1976?

Yes, 8ir.

Roughly how many additional employees wvere hired
by HIMCO prior to October of '76 at County Road
107

For operating the landfill, one besides myself.
Did HIMCO also hire additional drivers?

Yes, s8ir.

Approximately how many additional drivers did

HIMCO hire prior to October 19767

What was the name of the person that was the
other employee operating the site, if you
recall?

Kenny Bender, Joe Cashen, Mike NcKinney, Jake
Thompson. By name that's -~ that's all I can

think of right offhand.

‘Those four people, were those both drivers and

people helping in the operation of the site?

No, sir.

These were all peop;e that operated the site?
Right.

Do you know whether any of these four people are
around the city of Elkhart?

Not to my knowledge.

Do you recall any of the names of the 10 drivers
that were employed by HIMCO in October of 19687
Joe Cashen -- I mean Joe Bli, John Eli, Kenny
Twa, Denny Price, Ralph Easch. That's about the
best I can do right now.

You've identified five drivers and four people
that helped in the operation of the site. Do
you believe that any of these people have more
knowledge about the HIMCO operations and HIMCO's

customers and their wastes than yourself?

80 you believe that you have the most complete
knovledge about customer transactions and wvastes
that wvere generated by customers and disposed of
at County Road 10; is that correct?

short periods of time and then others came on to
take on their role?

At HIMCO they were all there at the same time.
At the landfill itself, they were there at
different times.

So at the landfill itself where you identified
four people as operating, they were all working
there with you?

But with respect to the drivers, they would come
in and go out?

So in October of 1976 were there 10 drivers or
